127 
are very many, our Dependence on God for all 
Things, all our Lives long, is intire, and abſo- 
lute, and neceſſary, and there is no Way 1a the 
World to gain Help and Supplies from God, 
but by Prayer; ſo that it is as eaſy and as poſſi- 
ble to preſerve a natural Life without daily 
Bread, as a Chrifiian Life without daily Prayer. 
Tr was for this Reaſon that our Saviour him- 
ſelf took a particular Care to teach his Diſciples 
to pray (Luke xi. 1.); and it is for the ſame 
Reaſon, and in Imita:ion of our heavenly 
Mater, that 1 have joined theſe Directions for 
Prayer to the Catechiſm, 

Sure 1 am, the Z-al I ought to hare for 
your Salvation, can ſug geſt to me nothing more 
cordueipg to the Good of your Souls, than to 
exhort and. beſeech you all, of either Sex, to 
learn how to pray. 

This is the firſt general Requeſt I ſhall make 
to you; and I am the more earneſt in it, becauſe 
my own ſad Experience has taught me, how 
ſtrangely ignorant common People uſually are of 
this Duty ; inſomuch that ſome never pray at 
all, pretending they were never taught, or that 
their Memorics are bad, or that they are not 
Book learned, or that they want Money to buy 
a Book ; and by this Means, they live and die 
rather 1; 1 Bealls than Men; nay, their Condi- 
tion is much worſg then that of Beaſts; for the 
Miſery of a Beaſt doth end at Death, but the 
 Mil:ry of a wicked Man, does then begin, and 
will endure to all Eternity. 

To prevent then, as much as lies in me, the 
Damnation of thoſe Souls which God has com- 

G4 mitted 
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mitted to my Care, and to cure that lamentable 
Ignorance and Forgetfulneſs of God, which is 
the Cauſe of the Damnation of ſo very many. 
T do not only inceſſantly pray for you myſelf, 
but I beg of you all to pray for yourſelves, and 
I beſeech you to read the following Inſtructions ; 
or if you cannot read yourſelves, to get ſome 
honeſt charitable Neighbours to read hem often 
to you, that you may remember them ; and God 
of his great Mercy reward the Charity of ſuch

If any of you, either by your own Negli- 
gence, or by the Negligence of your Parents, 
or for want of Catechizing in your Pariſh, are 
wholly ignorant of your Duty; though it be a 
moſt thameful and dangerous thing for, one 
who calls himſelf a Chriſtian, to know nothing 
of Chriſt or Chriſtianity; yet, if you are willing 
to learn, and beg Pardon of God for your wil- 
ful Ignorance hitherto, and will ſincerely do your 
Endeavaur to get ſaving Knowledge, and hear- 
tity pray to God to aſſiſt you, you ſhall find, 
that the very Entrance of God's Word giveth 
Light, that it giveth Unaderſlanding unto the 
Simple, Pſal. cxix. 130. | ; 
I muſt warn you before-hand, that corrupt 
Nature will be very buſy in hindering the learn- 
ing of your Duty, and Thoughts will ariſe in 
your Mind, that the Taſk will be too hard and 
too tedious for you to undertake; but I faith-

Prayers for all Occaſions, which I adviſe both

and may be uſed at any Time of the Day, or 
in any Place, and is one of the moſt efficacious 
Means in the World, to keep us in God's 
Favour, which is of all things moſt deſirable.
